Keel, with Barr, Brunson, 
Wilkerson and Bowden, P.C., 
noted that the annual audit of all 
city accounts showed the city’s 
cash position was downgirom 
the previous year and the labil- 
iues were.up. He reminded 
council members that the econo- 
my is in difficult times and they 
need to remain yery careful with 
spending. 

The drop in the cash position

Medicaid’s representative Ms. 
Georgette Harvest, five million 
dollars has been set aside to sup-

room costs, associated with 
Medicaid recipients with COPD 
und other respiratory illnesses. 
Sounds great! 

What Alabama Medicaid Tas 
done however has set the eligi- 
bility requirements so high that 
only a very small number‘ of 
people in need will qualify. 

_ The first of these problems is 
that to qualify you must have 
obtained a blood gas analysis 


‘within 30 days of the doctor pre- 


scribing the oxygen. The prob- 


dem: is that under: Medicare and 
all other insurance company’s 


guidelines, qualification can be 
either with a “pulse oximetry” 
reading or blood gas analysis. 
This means that in the 1! coun- 
ties in Alabama which do not 
have a hospital you will need to 
go outside your county to obtain

what many have called a painful 
procedure as opposed. to a sim- 
ple visit to your local doctor. 
This is very inconvenient exer- 
cise which will add greatly to 
the eventual cost to Medicaid. 
The pulse oximetry reading has 
been an acceptable procedure 
for many years, yet Alabama 
Medicaid has rejected it, making 
it much more difficult and com- 
plicated to qualify. 

The second problem is that a 
prescription of “oxygen as need- 
ed” basis will not qualify you. 
This is tragic news to sickle cell 
anemia patients who are fine 
until a flare up occurs. The sif- 
ple. additional oxygen could 
save the rush visit to the emer- 
zency room and the anxiety that 
the whole family experiences 
during a flare up session. For the 
thousands of asthmatics .in- 
home oxygen being available 
could not only save their lives 
but surely would have thé same 
cost benefits and anxiety release 
as the sickle céll patients, 

Third and the most heart- 
breaking is that if the doctor 
determines and prescribes less 
than three liters of oxygen per 
minute then you would not qual- 
ify. Medicare uses a standard of 
only one liter per minute. 
Nationwide the percentage of 
people on in home oxygen on 
three liters or more is less than 
5%, That leaves 95% of 
Medicaid patients in Alabama 
that could benefit would not be 
eligible. 

Under Alabama Medicaid’s 
new protocol most, if not nearly, 
all the $5,000,000" will be left 
over at-the end of the year and 
more importantly cost’ savings 
in the emergency rooms and 
nursing home will not be real- 
ized. 

Please join me in contacting 
your local legislator-contact 
your’doctor and have him con- 
tact his local legislator-and let's 
get this program on the correct 
course so all who can benefit 
can do so, ' :

With winter full upon us, 
People for the Ethical Treatment 
of Animals (PETA) would like 
to remind people that most 
antifreeze is highly toxic to ani- 
mals, but there are safe alterna- 
ajves. 

While working at an animal 
hospital, I saw-a German shep- 
herd die a_ horrible ‘12-hour 
death as a result of antifreeze 
poising, despite the veterinari- 
an’s best efforts, 

Most antifreeze is made with 
ethylene glycol. It tastes good to 
animals, but spills or radiator 
leaks of even a teaspoonful can 
kill an. animal who licks it from 
the ground or off his feet.

belt usage rate was 71: percent, 
a 22 percent increase from the 
1999 survey result°of just 58 
percent. Child restrain: usage 
rates increased by 28 percent, 
rising from’ 60 percent in 1999 
to 88 percent in 2000.- 

“Safety belts. save lives. We 


‘ have proof of this with safety 


belt usage’ increasing’ to a 
record level last year,” said 
Gov. Don Siegelman. 
“Remember, every time, every 
trip, every day, buckle up. It's 
the law.” 
. Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer, said, “We are 
very: pleased that Alabama's 
motor vehicle Occupants have 
made this behavior change, 
This puts Alabama directly in 
line with the national «average 
for the first time ever, and we 
attribute this increase to 
enforcement of the primary seat 
belt law, Surveyors began see- 
ing the positive effects of the 
law last January.” 
During 1999. the Alabama 
Legislature enacted legislation 
which made failure to wear 
safety belts a primary offense. 
A primary violation is one in 
which drivers: can be stopped 
only on the basis of not wearing

Tips on talking with your doctor

The business of health care is 
changing. It is less common to 
have a family doctor who has 
been a family friend for years, 
Today, many doctors are pres- 
sured to see lots of patients in a 
short time, When communicat- 
ing with a doctor, remember that 
as an older adult you are the 
consumer of her or his services. 
You have the right to a clear 

diagnosis, the right to have 
conditions explained, and the 
right to know all risks involved 
in medical procedures such as 
surgery or diagnostic tests. 

Many persons feel that the 
doctor is responsible for their 
health, Nothing could be further 


. from the truth! The doctor and _ 


the patient form a team. The 
patient is responsible for 
informing the doctor of a condi- 
tion and following the course of 
treatment prescribed. The physi- 
cian is responsible for diagnos- 
ing the condition correctly and 
prescribing an effective and rea- 
sonable course of treatment. 

The following can help the 
doctor/ patient team work bet- 
ter: 

¢ Be frank with your doctor. 
He or she needs to know exactly 


why yow are in the office: This is - 


no time for being embarrassed. 

* Stick to the problem at hand, 
Do not confuse the doctor with 
irrelevant details. (Example of 
what not to do; “The pain start- 
ed when I went shopping with 
my daughter.“ You kriow, my 
daughter just bought this beauti- 
ful new car...””) 

¢ Tell the doctor up-front that 
you intend to ask~ questions 


about your condition, Often, 


asking questions slows a physi- 
cian down, but he or she should 
take the time with you that you 
need.” 
¢ Ask the doctor for any writ- 
ten information on your condi- 
tion. Often, booklets. will 
answer and reassure’ you about 
what you need to do; 
_* Have the doctor write down, 


in medical terms, just what your 
condition is called. The medical 
names can be checked later in 
medical reference books, which 
are available in most public 
libraries, or online. Also, make 
sure the medical term used. by 
the doctor is explained in lay- 
man’s terms before you leave 
the office. 

* If a doctor appears impatient 
with your questions, tell the 


 dgetor that you want to under- 


stand precisely what is wrong 
with you and how you can best 
follow the recommended care 
plan. Do not apologize to the 
doctor for taking up time. 

* If your doctor. wants diag- 
nostic testing done, always have 
the test explained to -you, The’ 
doctor should be able to tell you 
why the test is to be run, what he 
or she will learn from the test, 
what risks are associated with 
the test, and why the test is jus- 
tified. 

* Have your prescriptions 
explained to you before you 
leave the doctor's office. You 
should clearly know when to 
take the medicine, how much to 
take, and any precautions (for 
example, causes sleepiness). or 
recommendations (for example, 
needs to be taken with food) 
associated with the medication. 

¢ Doctors may prescribe med- 
ications’ because patients want 
“something” done for their con- 
dition. In many cases, medica- 
tions are not necessary. Drugs 
always have an effect on the 
human body. 

* Be polite but persistent, 
Remember you and your doctor 
form. a team based on mutual 
respect and trust. Nothing is 
more important -than your 
health, so make sure you are an 
informed consumer.

Fitness centers and weight- 
loss businesses love January. 


Why? Because millions of 


Americans, resolving to conquer 
their. weight and eating prob- 
lems, flock to these businesses 
for help or fast-fixes. Many 
businesses even offer special 
“sign up” deals to entice people 
to join. 

Unfortunately, few people aie 
successful. There are no fast 
fixes. Most burn out on exercise 
the first couple of weeks 
because they try to do too much 
too fast, get real sore, or in some 
cases, injure themselves. It’s the 
same with diets, Some people 
drastically cut their diets. and 
after a few weeks of eating 


“selected diet foods,’* they feel 


deprived and go back to old eat- 
ing habits... 


‘Many: people fail to lose- 


weight or tone up because they 
have erroneous perceptions of 


what exercise is*Some see exer- - 


cise as a complicated - routine 
dominated by a lot of “shoulds” 
— “you should be in paih to 
benefit,” “you should exercise 
an hour a day to reap any health 
benefits,” you should wear spe- 
cial clothes,” or you should do 
certain exercises or take part in 
certain sports.” 

These false perceptions have 
prompted an epidemic of inac- 
tivity even, though health, bene- 
fits result from a variety of 
physical activities, Health ‘offi- 
cials now emphasize a, more 
moderate approach to exercise, 
They encourage people to sim- 
ply move about more. Exercise 
can include all sorts of physical 
activities such as dancing, gar- 
dening or other vard work. bik- 


CUCUIIIIR AU CV CHE TINUE bi, 

Think of physical activity as a 
part of your daily routines rather 
than thinking you have to make 
a radical lifestyle change to 
exercise. Also don't overdo, 
Start slow and pace yourself. 
Let your body adjust to a new 
physical activity before pushing 
it further. Americans can obtain 
health benefits simply by accu- 
mulating 30 minutes of moder- 
ate-intensity physical activity 
over the course of a day. It’s not 
an all-or-nothing matter as many 
may think, It's not necessary to 


jog or work out on a step 
machine or treadmill for 30 min- 
utes non-stop.- Taking the stairs 
at work instead of using the ele- 
vator, walking down a long hall 
several’ times. a day or walking 


- to work can count as beneficial 


physical activity. 

Studies have shown that the 
greatest decline in mortality and 
morbidity occurs among seden- 
tary people who begin to exer- 
cise Moderately rather than in 
active people who become more 
-active.People who are not regu- 
lar exercisers should always 
check with their - physicians 
before undertaking more physi- 
cal activity, 

In reality, despite warnings 


* from physicians, nutritionists 


and fitness experts, more and 
more American adults and chil- 
dren are overweight, Physicians 
and nutritionists warn that obe- 
silty increases the risk. of high 
blood pressure, diabetes and 
even some forms of cancer and 
yet, Americans continue to eat 
too much and exercise less. 
About 58 million Americans are 
obese. ‘ 
If you're serious about attain- 
ing some weight loss goals this 
New.

Studies show erosion of unpaved 
roads carries to streams & rivers 


According to studies, about 
70 percent (4 million tons) of 
the sediment load being carried 
into the streams and rivers in 
this area of the state comes 
from erosion associated with 
the 2.000 miles of unpaved 
roads) in. five southeastern 
counties of Alabama. An esti 
mated 600,000 tons of sedi 
ment reaches the 
Choctawhatchee. Bay each 
year Over 100 fish species 
have been described for the 
Choctawhatchee River basin 
With a number of tish and 
freshwater mussels being at 
risk becatise of habitat loss and 
poor water quality primarily 
attributed to erosion and sedi 


mentation occurring through-- 


out the basin, Recognizing this 
problem, the US. Fish and 
Wildlife Service approved a 
grant. to develop a manual to 
define the best management 
practices for grading and 
dramuge of unpaved roads to 
reduce the potential for erosion 
of roadways and side ditches, 
Since there were no standard 
procedures or training manuals 
available to grader operators ot 
supervisors involved’ with 
maintenance of these roads,
